Are Very Misleading 


A local farmer is of 


wheat pool contracts, the acreage al- 
ready contracted for would be far in 
excess of the 50 per cent. asked for. 

In his opinion the old habit of a big 
acreage in the spring and a fMuch 
smaller one in the fall is being follow- 
ed by several farmers when being call- 
ed upon to sign the contracts. The 
idea is reducing the acreage in crop 
just now is to make the yield look big- 
ger when it comes to threshing time. 

The result of. this phate will be 
most misleading to ose who are 
keeping track of the contract signing 
drive, For example if q.farmer re- 
ported 100 acres in crop last spring, 
then when it came to signing the con- 
tract only signed as having 60 acres 
in crop, he would be credited with 60 
per cent. acreage while as a matter of 
fact his contract represented 100 per 
cent, 

It will be readily seen that if many 
farmers throughout the province made 
their estimate in this way, the final 
‘summing up wil be far from accurate 
and very misleading, It might pos- 
sibly be the means of upsetting the 
whole plan if the required 50 per cent. 
wr not obtaind, — 

If this habit has been very exten- 
sively practised throughout the prov- 
ince if would be well to do a little in- 
vestigating before doing anything de- 
finite—especially if there was ~ any 
chance of the pool falling through be- 
cause the objective was not reached.

Redeem Farm Land 


Crown will not take ownership of 
lands defaulting under tax recovery | 
heat ama for 1922 until the first. of 
Jecember. The suggestion is also be- 
ing made to municipal secretaries that! 
they may quite properly adopt a sim-| 
ilar course in respect vo lands due to! 
pass into possession of the municipal- 
ities. 

Mr. Reid points out that The Tax 
Recovery Act provides that title to 
such lands shall be taken “after the 
expiry of the redemption petiod,” but 
there is no stpulation as to how soon 
this shall be done. In view of the pre- 
vailing harvest and market conditions 
and the probability that farmers will 
not get cash returns for their crops 
for some months, it has been thought 
desirable to call their attention to the 
act that municipal treasurers expir- 
ation of the year, unless they so desire. 

The effect will be to give taxpayers 
a further opportunity for redemption, 
since the government is suggesting 
that taxpayers desirious of redeeming 
be allowed an extension of 3 months, 
and in regard to lands due to be taken 
over by itself that is the course al- 
ready decided upon. It s thought that 
by December 1 a considerable number 
ot delinquents will be able to meet 
their tax bills and redeem their lands.

Want Extra Charge 
For Cleaning Grain 


Owners of country elevators asked 
the Board of Grain Commissioners for 
ar amendment to the regulations 
which would: permit them to make an 
extra charge of one-half. a cent per 
bushel for cleaning in, The pres- 
ent regulations provide a tariff of 1 
3-4 cents a bushel for storing nae 
and dockage grain and there is a 
clause that “grain specially cleaned 
will be subject to a charge of one-half 
cent per bushel for cleaning.” 

The grain Act, however, provides a 
maximum charge of 1 3-4 cents for 
storing grain whether or not the ele- 
vator has a cleaner, and the operators 
asked that the word “specially” be re- 
mofed om the regulations, The 
Board decided ‘ that the regulations 
should stand, but suggested that the 
elevator companies e representa- 
tions for am amendment to the act.

Japan is Worst 
in World History 


HALF MILLION LIVES LOST AND 
PROPERTY DAMAGE TO EX- 
TENT OF  $2,500,000,000—YOKA.- 
HAMA ALMOST COMPLETELY 
DESTROYED — RELIEF BEING 
SENT FROM OTHER COUNT 
RIES, 


What is said to be-the worst disas- 
ter in the world’s history occured in 
Japan last Saturday when earthquakes 
throughout that country did property 
damage to the extent of about two 
and g half billion dollars and a loss of 
life estimated at between. a quarte: 
and a half million people. 

On account of the extent of the dis- 
truction and the consequent trouble in 
getting definite information it has 
been impossibleto date to arrive at act- 
ual and gecurate figures, but enough 
has been learned to know that the des- 
truction both in life and property has 
been the worst in th eworld‘s history. 

Great damage appears to have been 
done in Tokio where 150,000 lives were 
lost and 200,000 buildings destroyed. 
Yokohama was almost completely des- 
troyed, 

All around for many miles other 
cities, towns and villages have been 
dashed from their foundations and 
what the vibrations of the earth failed 
to accomplish was completed by fire 
and tidal wave. 

While entire sections of the capitai 
hove been obliterated—all but the 
ruins—a very considerable extent of 
the city remains. Not so with Yoko- 
hama, refugees from which place are 
beginning to find their way into tokio. 
They tell of the terrific destruction 
wrought at that place, which has been 
of vast importance to the commerce of 
the western world. C 

The streets and water courses, can- 
als and seafront, are filled with dead 
and among the dead are doubtless 
many injured, to whom it has been im- 

ble to take succour,

Cattle Exports Increase 


Superior Class of Cattle Now Being 
Shipped to Britain 

During July, Canada sent 4,167 head 
of cattle, in 12 shipments, to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, of which only 630 were 
fat, Discussing this new branch of 
Canadian business, Dr. J. H. Grisdale, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, de 
clared it had exeeeded expectations, 
especially for the mid-summer months, 
which are ordinarily dull in the cattle 
shipping business. The prospects for 
August, he said, were for even larger 
shipments, and the business would 
probably double for the months of 
September, October and November. 

“The class of cattle going forward,” 
said Dr. Grisdale, “is remarkably 
good—apparently too good for the 
liking of the conservative breeder.in 
the Old Country who is strongly ob- 
jecting to their ‘high fit.’ / 

“While, the English stockmen are 
objecting to the good ‘condition of 
Canadian cattle,” continued Dr. Gris- 
ale, “the same complaints are . not 
heard in Scotland, where it is cus- 
tomary to put a better finish on a 
steer before slaughtering it than in 
England. 

“The requirements under the Im- 
portation of Animals Act, 1922, de- 
fines store cattle as meaning. ‘animals 
which are intended for feeding pur- 
poses and not for immediate slaugh- 
ter.’

Canned Salmon of British Columbia 


Over Sixty Million Tine Were Put Up 
Last Year 

While British Columbia canned sal- 
mon is known almost the world over, 
very few outside of the Pacific prov- 
ince appreciate or realize its import- 
ance as a natural resource, says the 
Natural Resources Intelligence Serv- 
ice of the Department of the Interior 
The British Columbia salmon pack of 
1922, was (1,290,326 cases of 48 one 
pound cans each; in 1921 it was 603, 
548 cases; in 1920, 1,187,619 cases; in 
1919, 1,398,619 cases; and in 1918, 
1,557,485 cases. in‘1922 the pack was 
valued at $11,247,000, while in 1921 it 
was valued at $8,577,602, and in’ 1920. 
at $15,129,348. |The value of the pack 
is governed largely by the proportion 
of the sockeye spécies put up, this 
variety having a very much higher 
‘market value than the other classes of 
salmon, In 1922 but 299,614 cases of 
sockeye were pul up, Valued at $5,- 
100,000, while the 840,183 cases of 
pink and chum salmon were valued at 
but $4,900,000, 

{ Of the total pack, 187,482 cases were 
;put up in the Fraser River district, 
482,305 cases in the Skeena River dis- 
trict, 79,712 cases at Rivers Inlet and 

124,071 cases at Nass River. The 
sockeye pack on the Fraser was 61, 
833 cases, on the Skeena 96,277 cases

| cases, and on Nass River 31,277 cases. 

The export trade in canned salmon 
has.always stood out prominently in 
Canada’s foreign trade, 
world market. Ships are loaded at 
Vancouver direct. to Great Britain, 
The latter and France are at present 
the largest consumers of British Col- 
umbia salmon. in the yéar ending 
March 31 last the United Kingdom 
took this product to the value of $1,-

All these fish spawn in fresh water, 
late in the autumn. They hatch out 
during the winter and remain in the 
fresh water lakes and streams until 
April or May, when they start for the 
sea. In the fourth year it returns to 
the fresh water to spawn, It is when 
returning to the spawning ground that 
the fish are taken; the number that 
escape the intensive system of nets 
and reaching the seeding beds bearing 
intimately upon the possible number 
that may return at thé conclusion of 
the next four-year period. The sal- 
mon never returns to the sea after 
Spawning, but weakens and dies at the 
headwaters of the rivers. 

The heavy exploitation of the sal- 
mon fisheries has to a considerable ex- 
tent been offset by the Goyernment 
fish hateheries. In 1921 there were 
90,175,370 sockeye salmon eggs and 
fry distributed in British Columbia

fish is decreasing. ‘The Fraser River, 
once the greatest sockeye fishing 
ground of the Pacific coast, is no long- 
er holding its own, and it has been 
suggested that a close season for this 
fish must be established, whereby fish- 
ing in the Gulf of Georgia ahd the 
Fraser River shall be restricted, to 
enable a sufficient number of the fish 
to reach the spawning grownds at the 
headwaters of the Fraser.

by figures issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. During June 
last 4,639 passenger cars were export- 
ed. with a value of $2,171,357 as 
against 2.267, value $1,328,340 in June, 
1922. For June tast, the largest pur- 
chaser was Australia which took 1,648 
New Zealand came next with a pur 
chase of 980. British South Africa 
took 641, the United Kingdom 466, 
and India 288.

Almost Struck By Meteorite 


Rare Occasion on Which Spectacle 
Was Witnessed “3 

The British Museum recently re- 
ceived a very interesting gift in the 
form of a meteorite which fell not 
long ago ‘Wear Saffron Walden, in 
Essex. 

About one o'clock in the afternoon 
a laborer in a field at Ashdon heard a 
hissing sound, which he took to be 
the noise of an aeroplane. Looking 
up, he was astonished to see, not an 
aeroplane, but a projectile rushing to 
the earth. It struck the ground 
about fifteen yards away, throwing up 
the-soil all round like water. 

The man was so much alarmed that 
he hurried away, but a day or two 
later returned to the spot with an- 


which was found at a depth of two 
feet. 3 

It weighs about three pounds, and is 
five inches long and four inches wide, 
with a thickness of three inches.

Nearly 400,000 other people depend on 
this “forest army” for their food and 
shelter. 

In the pulp and paper mills are 33,-

score that are directly dependent on a 
forest supply. 

The Canadian people cause 4,000 
forest fires a year through reckless- 
ness.

A Mammoth Tree 


New Zealand Has Tree of Remarkable 
Size and Great Age 

One of the largest trees in the 
world—if not the. largest—has. been 
discovered in the bush at Walhon, 
ockianga, New Zealand. It is a 
large Kauri tree, the vast trunk of 
which rises to a height of 75 feet be- 
fore being broxen by the first branch, 
and measures 22 feet in diameter, or 
approximately one chain in girth. 

Mr. H. Howe, whose firm draws 
its timber supply from the Hocklanga 
district, estimates that the tree con- 
tains over 195,000 feet of timber, suffi- 
clent to build three double-storied 
houses and 20 rooms each from floor 
to ceiling. 

It is hoped that this remarkable tree 
will be jealously guarded from des- 


ture generations what the lordly Kauri 
‘was at its best. 

From a remarkable point of view it 
would be impossible to fell it, much 
less to break it down, for no mill pos- 
sesses saws large enough to tackle 11. 
Its age is estimated at 2,000 years at 
least, and carefully conserved, it 
should have another thousand years 
before it.

Fur Farming Represents Large Invest 
ment and Promises to Develop 
Into a Leading Industry

ary report on the fur farme of Canada 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics.

Prince bd 
ward Island, with 427 farms, has coa- 
centrated almost entirely upon silver 
foxes, having on December 31 last 
12,394 of these animals; Nova Scotia 
has 106 farms and 1,601 foxes; 
Brunswick, 85 farms and 2,929 foxes; 
Quebec, 
Ontario, 120: farms and 
and the western provinces smaller 
numbers, making a total number of 
Silver foxes for all Canada of 21,433. 
The importance of this industry is 
seen in the value of $5,372;262 placed 
upon the silver foxes, or an average

To quote one of the prominent breed- 
ers of the Island province, the handi- 
cap of the United States tariff and the 
proportionately few resident of that 
country who appreciate the merits of 
the silver fox pelt, did not warrant the 
Canadian fox breeders in continuing 
their endeavors to sell their output in 
that market, The United States fur- 
riers took the ground that the com- 
paratively small number of skins 
available, when spread over such a 
large field, and the financial returns 
therefrom were not worth the effort 
required to éducate their public im the 
value of the silver fox. 

As a result of going to the London 
market, as stated above, better prices 
are being secured for the silver fox 
pelts. The large fur buyers of the 
world compete for the offerings, in- 
cluding several from the United States 
‘who represent a trade of sufficient im- 
portance to make the attendance at 
the London fur sales wofth while. 

Fur farming in Canada bids fair to 
develop into a leading industry; there 
will always be a growing market for 
the output, and, while fashions may 
temporarily change, the proportion of 
demand for individual furs, the ex- 
perlence gained in the raising of fur- 
bearers will enable the breeders to 
readily adapt themselves to any 
change. The growing scarcity of 
wild life, and -the already depleted 
condition of some of the species will 
enhance the prices of pelts to. the 
point where it will be profitable to 
raise in captivity some of the species 
which the present low prices render 
inadvisable.

CLEFT PALATE

j hard palate, and the soft pari that is 
80 sensitive, at the back of the mouth,

| Some unfortunate children are born 
with a separation of the palate length 
wise In these cases the nose and 
{mouth open into each other 


It is ‘very dificult to feed clert pal 
j ate children and if they do grow up, 
they have a lifetime of suffering and 


embarrassment They cannot speak 
distinctly and have great diMiculty 
jwith the fluids of the mouth and. nose 
| Usually there is a fissure in the upper 
| lip extending from the nostril through 


the border of the upper lip. 

Two methods are used:to give relief 
to these children. One is to perform 
an operation, or rather a series of 
} Operations, to close the roof of the 
}mouth and the opening of the lip 
i The other way is to make a plate 
that will mechanically cover the open 
ing in the palate. 

The nature of the deformity makes 
the wearing of this plate very un 
pleasant for the patient. 

When a child is born with a hare 
ip and cleft palate, the first thing to 
do is to get a cleft palate nursing aip 
ple, because these childrn are so very 
hard to feed, Then have the palate 
closed as early as possible. If these 
|; ehildren are successfully operated on 
before they learn to “talk, the. voice 
will be normal. If the cleft is left 
until the child becomes accustomed to 
the faulty use of the tongue that ts 
hecessary with the open palate, his 
Speech will pever-be perfect. 


Bell Of St. Paul’s 


Tolled Only On Occasion of Death of 
Member of Royal Family 

The Great Bell. of St. Paul’s Lon- 
don, England, is tolled only on the 
death of a member of the Royal Fam- 
ily in the line of descent from an Eng- 
lish sovereign. The honor is paid 
only to a member of the Royal Family 
who could under any circumstances 
sueceed to the throne. This rule does 
nol apply to the consort of the Sover- 
elgn, of the heir apparent, or of a 
Prince or Princess on the steps of the 
throne. 
Bell of St. Paul’s was the first intima- 
tion of the death of the Prince Con. 
sort, which occurred at eleven o'clock 
on the night of Saturday, December 14, 
1861. Outside the Royal Family the 
only persons for whom the bell is toll- 
ed are the Archbishop of Canterbury, 


the Bishop of London, the Dean of St. - 


Paul's and the Lord Mayor of London 
dying tn his year of office. The bell 
tolled is not Great Paul, but the old 
great bell on which the hours are 
struck. On the occurrence of a death 
jin the Royal Family the Home Secre- 
tary at once communicates with the 
Lord Mayor, desiring him to convey 
news to the Dean-of St. Paul’s with a 
request that the Great Bell may be 
tolled. The bell is then tolled at in- 
tervals of a minute for an hour.

Oldest Ship Afloat 


Success Is Only Survivor Of England's 
Felon Transports 

The British convict ship Success at- 
tractéd great attention recently dn its 
trip thpough the St. Lawrence waters 
to Buffalo, where it, was located for 
exhibition purposes. The Success 
was built in 1790 at Moulmein, in 
British India, and is by many years 
the oldest ship pow atloat, and is the 
enly remaining survivor of Englapd's 
traditional fleet of felon transports. 

The Succeds is massively built 
throughout of Burmese teakwood, 
her tonnage is 1,100, She is 125 feet 
long and 30 feet beam, Launched as 
a merchantman, she was chartered 
by the British in 1802 to transport to 
Australia the overflow from the jails, 
continuing the trade until 1851. :

| sun that life on this earth is possible, 
and many of us are also acquainted 
with the facts that the weather and 
also the number of magnetic storms, 
aurorae, and earthquakes vary from 
one year to another. 

The past study of the sun has shown 
us that he is in a continual state of 
turmoil. On his surface spots and 
other markings are seen to wax and 
wane, being more numerous in some 
years than in others... ‘ 


On his “limb,” or edge, storms or 
prominences, violent outbursts of up- 
rushing gases, behave very similarly. 
Observations during total eclipses 
have demonstrated that the upper 

| reaches of the solar atmosphere, as 
exhibiled by the “corona,” undergv 
great variations in ship.¢nd extent, 

’ "Phese and other facts shows that 
the sun undergoes ranges in Nght and 
heat from one year to another, and it 
has been ascertained that all these 
phenomena complete their cycle in 
about eleven years. There are indi- 
cations of shorter and longer cycles of 
disturbance, but, these up to the pres- 
ent are not so well determined. 

The coftinuous and detailed study 
of solar changes. is therefore of su- 
preme importance if we are to—and 
we must—increase our knowledge 
about the sun. 

If the study’ of the sun was Iimit- 
ed to the work of one observatory the 
records would be very sparse, be- 
cause no observations can be made at 
right time or on cloudy days. 

An effcrt was therefore made to 
place solar observatories first in local- 
ites where the raw material, sunshine, 
was pxofuse, such as Indlja, and, sec- 
ondly, to distribute the observatories 
in longitude—te., east and west—so 
fhat whep.one observatory is experi- 
encing night the other is in daylight, 

Thus it was desired to institute a 
chain of stations round the world so 
that at every moment of time the sun 
could be under observation. 

At present observatories for making 
this study are located in Central Eur- 
ope, England, America and India, tak 
ing the countries in order from east to 
west, It will be seen, therefore, that 
there fs a great gap in longitude be- 
tween America and India, and it is 
this gap which, for a long time, it has 
been wanted’to fll.

Dr. George W. Crile, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, aroused great interest at the 
final session of the surgical congress 
at London, Ont; when he advanced 
the theory that man is justa sort ofa 
machine with the brain as the seat of 
higher potentiality and the liver as 
the seat of lower potentiality. He 
described the brain as the positive 
pole in the human electric machine 
and the liver as the negative pole, 
with the nerves as the connecting 
wires, 

“The function of the liver is of 
foremost importance in this hypo- 
, thesis,", said Dr. Crile, “and the ef- 
fects of that organ on the brain, 
whether in sickness or health, is im- 
mediately apparent. This theory 
explains. the interference with diges- 
tion occasioned by strong emotion, in- 
jury or pain, ete.

In a report issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, it is shown that 
the total value of production of the 
fisheries of Canada in 1922, compris-

Growth of the Province of Manitoba 
; Since 1870 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says; 

On May 11, 1870, the Hudson’s Bay 
Company ceded to Canada the terri- 
tory known at Rupert’s Land, which 
included the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. For the 
transfer of this large area Canada 
paid £300,000. The first proyince 
formed was Manitoba, which entered 
Confederation in 1870, Fifty years 
later, in 1920, the value of the 14,600,- 
058 acres of farm lands in Manitoba 
alone is gfven as $401,110,411 by the 
Census Bureau. Farm buildings are 
vdlued at $111,811,195; implements 
and machinery, $67,847,699; and live- 
“gtock, $75,731,656, Im 1870 the popu- 
lation of Manitoba was 25,228, while 
in 1921 it was 610,118, 348 502 being 
rural and 261,616 urban,

Lost of Defence to Great Britaln Is 
Given in House 

Replying to a question in the British

‘| ports, 13,104,902 bushels went to the 


United Kingdom. Belgium and Italy 
each took over two million bushels, 
and Greece and the United States 
each took over one million. The next 
largest importers were Holland and 
France. For the 12 months ended 
June 30, Canada exported 226,671,332 
bushels of wheat, compared with 145,- 
097,569 bushels during the previous 12 
months, 

Wheat flour exported in June
